These were the majority of answers given by 
juniors when asked what was expected of 
them by teachers and parents. In addition, 
the majority of juniors also felt that more 
should be. expected of them, now that they 
were juniors, in both academics and behav- 
ior. ““Teachers should expect good work be- 
cause we’ve been here long enough to know 
how to do it,’’ responded James Patton. 

Furthermore, when juniors were asked to 
give a number to the level of expectations 
placed upon them on a scale of 1 (lowest) to 
10 (highest), the average response was 8.
